The "Whito wheel works" were 


tirely destroyed by firo last night. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock a telephone 


message was received by Chief Hil- 
brecht to tho effect that the works were 
on fire. Aa instant later tho ominous 
clang of the fire bell, mingled with tho 
hurrying through the streets of tho fire 
department and the entire equipment of 
the Second ward engine house, caused 
a feeling of alarm and auxiaty. "The 
White wheel works aro burning!" was 
soon heard, and looking in that direc- 
tion one could, at even this early a mo- 
ment, see clouds of smoke and a lurid 
glow, which blended with the deepen- 
ing twilight with fautasmal grandeur. 
As this glare continued to grow and 
light np the heavens, the fact became 
more and more apparent that it was a 
very destructive fire, and so it was. 


When the firo department anived on 


the scene the flames had gained great 
headway. Tho wheel room located on 
the south side of the works was envel- 
oped, from which quarter a brisk south 
wind aided the flames to quickly com- 
municate to tho largo three-story brick 
building, in which were located the dry- 
ing rooms. A drizzling rain, which had 
begun to fall shortly previous, had no 
effect in allaying the flames, nor did 
the heroic work of tho firemon accom- 
plish much in that direction, although 
three streams were constantly playing 
upon the burning building. Onward 
crept the capricious destructive element, 
licking up the dust-laden timbers with 
astonishing rapidity, beeming in its 
frolicsome headway to mock the fire 
laddies, who bravely fought to overcome 
it. The entire plant, except the sheds, 
was now a mass of flames—a grand yet 
awful 
spectacle. 
Strong 
workmen's 


faces blanched as they witnessed it, for 
they know that they were deprived for 
an indefinite time at least, to earn u 
livelihood. The heat of tho fire had be- 
come so intense that tho workmen had 
to abandon their posts, and ply their 
labors to remove from adjacent sheds 
the valuable second growth hickory tim- 
ber. It was thoir last resort, and even

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fast spreading flames. A few moments 
later they fell back with the immense 
throng of spectators to view tho terrible 
scene of destruction, dismay depicted in 
their countenances as they discussed the 
loss. Before nine o'clock, two hours 
from the time the fire was discovered, 
the works were a mass of ruins, tho 
ashes and twisted machinery commiag- 
ling in a heap, from which smoking and 
charred timbers protruded as spectres 
of the fearful visitation. 


THE ORIGIN. 


Tho night watchman, John Conrad, 


could give no explicit origin of the fire, 
although the theory is given credence 
that a spark from a passing locomotive 
on the Nickel Plate railroad lodged in 
the roof of tho wheel room, which is 
situated about twenty reds from the 
track. Not more than fifteen minutes 
previous to tho discovery of the firo a 
gravel train had passed and it is sup- 
posed that a burning cinder was thus 
deposited on the dry roof and gained 
headway in the wheel room. 
When 


the night watchman reached this de- 
partment on his usual rounds to wind 
tho watchman's clock and register tho 
time of his patrol, he made the discov- 
ery. There were a number of water 
hydrants in the building, which the 
watchman hurriedly opened. 
Ho then 


spread the alarm. 


THE WORKS. 


The White wheel works dates its 


origin back to 1872, when the factory, 
located on the Nickel Plate track, just 
east of the oity, was established by 
Captain James B. White, the ex-con- 
gressman from this district and pro- 
prietor of the Fruit House. 
Tho busi- 


ness was afterward conducted under 
the firm name of Boseker & White. 
After tho retirement of Christian Bose- 
ker, tho present contractor, the firm was 
again changed to J. B. White and son, J. 
W. White. Finally P. few months ago tho 
plant was absorbed by tho American 
Wheel company, the purchase price bo-

stock, both in the rough and unfinished, 
and include 1,000,000 spokes, 150,000 
hubs, 200,000 rim strips, and 20,000 
pounds of wrought iron. The buildings 
and machinery were valued at §60,000, 
which does not include the tools belong- 
ing to individuals employed in the 
shops. The books and papers in the 
office were saved, and the safe contain- 
ing insurance policies and other valua- 
ble documents is firo proof. Tho entire 
loss is estimated at between 8135,000 
and 3160,000.

street. 
Tho curtains caught firo, but 


were soon extinguished. Miss Grace 
White sustained a nervous shook. 


' There was §20,000 insurance on the 


stock and material in tho yards, placed 
by the Lumbard agency last August, 
soon after tho Ronner, Cratsley & Co.'s 
fire. This largo increase of tho insur- 
ance greatly lessens tho loss to tho own- 
ers of tho property. 


Tho folly of surrounding tho hydrant 


with combustible material was well 
illustrated at last^night's conflagration as 
it bad been before at the Centlivro 
brewery firo. Tho burning of the office 
and timber in sheds made approach to 
tho hydrant impossible. A firo hydrant 
should bo isolated and alwayo accessi- 
ble. 


Tho fire was scon at BlnrTton on tho

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—A. G. Spaldiug, 


president of tho Chicago league base 
ball club, sails for Europe to-day, to bo 
absent until tho fall. 


Ni:w YOBK, Aug. 9.—A general strike 


on the New York Central and Hudson 
River road and Harlem road was or- 
dered yesterday by tho executive board 
of district No. 240, Knights of Libor, 
with the authority of tho general board, 
and soon after 7 o'clock last evening all 
the members of the order, from New 
York as far west as Utiea on tho Central 
leit their places, and thereupon the 
groat road came almost to a standstill. 
Tho strike has been foreshadowed for 
some days, but nobody expected it to 
come when it did, and no preparation 
had been made for it. 


The tie up in New York oity was com- 


plete. The switchmen in the Grand 
Central yard, whom tho company had 
relied upon in tho impending trouble, 
left their posts, and it was impossible to 
send a train in or out the Grand Central 
station, or through the tunnel. The 
effect was to tie up not only tho New 
York Central, but tho Now Haven nnd 
Hartford, and the New York and Har- 
lem as well, which also had a strike of 
its own. Tho railroad officials grappled 
with tho emergency to tho best of thoir 
ability, but the embargo at this end cf 
the line is for the time being almost 
complete. Tho Now York, Now Haven 
and Hartford is using the Havlem river 
station as terminus. A train was sent 
out on the Central from Mott Haven, 
but it took no passengers. The New 
York, Now Haven and Hartford sent 
two or three express trains from the 
upper side of the Harlem to Boston, 


It is not known yet whether tho strike, 


which is by no means universal on tho 
Central, will extend to tho West Shore 
road or to the Lake Shore, also in tho 
Vanderbilt system. Knights of Labor 
officials are still in negotiation with the 
West Shore people. 


Not a can of milk arrived iu the Grand 


Central this morning. 
This will bo 


greatly inconvenienced by hospitals, 
orphan asylums, hotels, restaurants, 
bakers and poor people. Twenty-two' 
thousand cans, each containing forty 
quarts, are received every morning at 
the Grand Central depot between 1 and 
4 o'clock. About 350 milk dealers go 
to the depot for milk and they were all 
on hand this morning, and 350 times 
Agent John Burlinsou had to explain 
about the strike. Many milkmen who 
heard of tho strike hiuried over to the 
West Shore railroad and purchased all 
the milk they wanted. But tho agents 
there soon heard about the strike, and 
raised the price of milk from $1.38 per 
can to 82, then to £5 and at last accounts 
were getting 86 and 87 a can for it. 


Inspector Brynes received tho follow- 


ing dispatch from tho Grand Central 
depot at 9:30 o'clock: "Everything is 
quiet. Saratoga trains went out at 9:20; 
New Haven just came in. There has 
been no interference up to tho present 
time at this point." About tho same 
time tho inspector received a telegraphic 
message from tho police boat patrol, 
stating that all was quiet between 
Sixtieth and Ssventy-niuth streets, on 
the river front. Inspector Byrnes sent 
word to all tho stations houses to pre- 
serve the peace at all hazzards during 
the continuance of the shiko on the 
New York Central and Hudson river 
and Harlem railroads. Tho inspector 
did not leave his office during the night. 
Ho, with his assistants, spent tho hours 
in perfecing arrangements to nip in tho 
bud any attempts at violence on the 
part of the strikers or their sympathiz- 
ers. 


He said this morning that ho had lit- 


tle fear of an outbreak and expressed 
the opinion that every point was com- 
pletely guarded and fortified against tho 
slightest possibility of mob rule. 
Cen- 


tral office detectives have been stationed 
at every switch on tho Hue of tho rail- 
road and every bridge is 
carefully 


watched, while policemen have been de- 
tailed to patrol tho long tunnel on 
Fourth avenue. 
All tho police re- 


serves have bceu ordered on duty at 
their several stations. 


bo loaded with excursionists from the 
west, was stopped on the track, there 
boing no room for it in the train house. 
Tho last belt line train to get in was at 
7:55. The next ono due at 8 o'cloak 
was blocked at Chicago street several 
blocks from the depot and the passen- 
sougers walked into tho city.

The only men who have struck here are 
fifteen baggage handlers and some pas- 
senger train men. 
New men are being 


put to work in place of tho strikers and 
all of the latter who refuse to work are 
being paid off and discharged. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 9.—From obser- 


vations at the almost controlling station 
of Central railroad lines it is evident 
that the strike of the employes is going 
to be one of tho most stubborn and 
formidable in tho history of the coun- 
try. It is here that the trouble is ex- 
pected, for hero are massed the best of 
tho road's detectives and numerous 
Piykerton specials. 
Tho presence of 


the latter serves to aggravate tho case, 
for the K. of L. are bitter foes of tho 
Pinkerton secret service. 
The railroad 


authorities hero are incliued to bo ro- 
ticient, but no more so than tho men 
themselves. Mr. Wilson S. Bisell, gen- 
eral superintendent of the road for this 
section, admitted to tho United Press 
reporter this morning that the strike had 
assumed a most serious aspect. 


AU the men in the car shops at West 


Albany, 1,000 in number, have struck 
and the shops are closed up. 


MILITIA OKDERED DOT. 


At noon tho militia was warned to be 


ready for call. Two thousand rounds of 
amunition have been distributed among 
four companies. Squad warrants have 
been issued, and the men can be got 
here in an hour's time. 


At twelve o'clock a train for the west 


with a mail car attached, was allowed to 
proceed, and ono for the south soon fol- 
lowed. Tho passenger cars were few in 
number. 


Tho brotherhood of engineers have 


called a meeting for to-night, to take 
action upon 
the matter, and it is 


thought probable that a strike will be 
ordered. The Knights state positively 
that the West Shore road will be shut 
down to-night or to-morrow. 


UTICA, N. Y., Aug. 9.—The switch- 


men, baggagemen, gate-tenders, freight 
men of the New York Central railroad in 
this city, went out on a strike this 
morning. 
They number about 400 


men. In the towns for fifty miles east 
and west tho men have also abandoned 
their duties. 
No freight trains have 


passed through hero since last night, 
and only one or two passed trains have 
started from here. So far eveiything is 
quiet.

Above that the walls will be 
of brick and terra cotta, manufactured 
expressly for the purpose, and of a tint 
midway'between red and the brown 
brick of the Eookery. As will be- seen, 
the building will be somewhat in the 
shape of the letter H. and consisting 
of two immense wings or pavilions, 
united by a middle portion, or viucu- 
Inm. It will therefore have a court 
seventy feet long and thirty feet deep 
fronting on LaSalle street, and a sim- 
ilar court, of the same length and 
eighteen feet deep, fronting to the west. 


The interior of the structure will not 


be very different from the other great 
buildings of the city. There will be a 
central hall on each floor running north 
and south, and a transverse hall in each 
pavilion running east and west. There 
will be about two hundred and fifty 
offices, all finished in the most modern 
and approved style, without regard to 
expense. There" will be eight eleva- 
tors, diswosed of in a semicircle. 
The 


chief feature of the interior will be 
Willard Hall, a magnificent audience- 
room on the ground floor, and in the 
southwest corner of the building, with 
a capacity of 000, where daily meetings 
will be held, and where the incense of 
prayer for the inebriate and for the 
temperance cause will perpetually as- 
cend. 


The preliminary work on the temple 


will necessarily be slow. Every par- 
ticle of the old foundation put in by 
Marshall Field for a different building 
six years ago has to bo removed; and 
every one who has given a look at it 
can see that its removal is a formidable 
undertaking. Tho work, however, will 
be pushed forward with the utmost 
vigor, and there is no doubt that the 
corner-stone will be laid Sept. 13, with 
every solemn and imposing ceremony 
appropriate to such an event. 
The 


time set for the completion of the work 
is May 1, 1892. The contract for the 
entire building has been let to one 
man. 
Tho funds are to be raised both 


by stock and bends. The capital stock 
is $600,OUO, all of which has been sub- 
scribed, End the stockholders will issue 
$600,000, worth of bonds, secured on 
the property. Both stock and bonds 
will be held partly and temporarily by 
the sterner sex. But tho women have 
secured the right to buy them out, and 
confidently hope within a few years to 
be tho sole owners of their beautiful 
temple.

The farthing 
varies only in amount of metal from the 
other coins. On tho uncrowned half- 
pence and farthings, however, tho words 
"Utile Dulci" nre never placed. 


A very few of tho extremely rare, 


tal and crowned shield, emblaxoned quar- 
terly: 1, England empaling Scotland; 2, 
France; 3, Ireland; 4, the Electoral Do- 
minions.

One variety is so much larger than the 
others as to b» called the penny, but it is 
not of sufficient value to reach that de- 
nomination. 


•A similar device, dated 1774, has been 


found in silver, and is known as tho Vir- 
ginia shilling. It is possible that a roin- 
age of silver shillings for Virginia was 
intended at that time, and some pattern- 
pieces may have been struck, and these 
only. However U may have been, tho 
coin is of 3\ceeding great rarity; prob- 
ably less than half a dozen in all are 
known to collectors of the present day. 


A very rare if not unique piece, tho 


history of which is still unknown, is 
called"the Non Dependens Status, from 
that legend on the obverse. This legend 
surrounds a draped bust, facing right, 
the hairfallingoa the shoulder.

left, seated on a Rlobe. In his right 
land is a bunch of tobacco, his loft resting 
pon a shield.

It is generally known that in 1G14 


Captain John 'Smith, of 1'ooahontas 
fame, made a trip to what is now known 
as Gardiner, Me., but there was an in- 
cident that occurred during that visit 
that is known by very few people. The 
Cabassas wore presided over by 
chief having headquarters at what is 
now Gardiner, known as Cabassa, who 
had a daughter named Seboois, famed 
among her tribe for her beauty and 
grace. She was unfortunately smitten 
at once with the gallant Captain, who 
was, by the way, the first white man 
to visit these parts, and who was re- 
ceived with great cordiality. 
Smith 


had with him a lieutenant named 
Hunt, who was of rather a quarrel- 
some disposition and prone to mutiny. 
When the time came for the party of 
whites to depart, Hunt's mutinous 
spirit showed itself, and with a small 
party of followers he left Smith, going 
in an opposite direction. His party 
took with them as captives several of 
the tribe of Cabassas. 


The chief, considering the whites 


one party, by a great mistake followed 
Ca»t. Smith's.,loyal 
band, which 


camped that night about four miles 
from the present location of Gardiner, 
in an easterly direction. 
Seebois, 


thinking to warn the Captain, hurried 
on before tho party of enraged Indians, 
but arrived too late, for as she arrived 
at the camp the first volley of arrows 
was delivered. 


Thinking to save Smith, she iled to 


him, threw her arms about his neck, 
and in that position received an arrow 
in the breast that caused instant 
death. The chief was palsied at the 
accident, and ordered hostilities to be 
ceased. 
This allowed^mith an oppor- 


tunity to explain that%was the other 
party that had perpetrated the kid- 
naping. 


After a sorrowful return and the 


burial of Seboois near the Eandolph 
Church, the party of red men went in 
search of Hunt. He was overtaken 
near Xorridgewock, and his band ex- 
terminated to a man. 
Capt. Smith 


had the martyred Seboois to thank for 
his life, for the arrow that reached her 
heart was meant for him. The grave 
of Seboois is unmarked; in fact, its 
exact location is unknown.—Leicislon

Strada Etna, Catania's longest street, 


beginning at the very edge of the port 
side, leads almost due north toward the 
volcano's peak, within a few feet of 
11,000 feet above tho level of the sea 
and fully twenty-eight miles away. 
The area'of oouutry dominated by the 
mountain, and at times subjected to 
overflow of lava, is astounding. 
Its 


circumference is full 170 miles and it 
describes an irregular circle, of great- 
est diameter from north to south. 
Catania stands at tho extreme of a 
southern deflection in its southern seg- 
ment. 


The Alcantara River, rising in its 


northwestern foothills, flows to tho 
northeast, then circles its northern 
edge, and finally sweeps around to the 
southeast into the sea. The Simotoo 
River, having its source at the north- 
east, near that of tho Alcantara, circles 
the base, first to the southwest, then 
southward, and then flows around and 
nto the sea to the southeast, below 
Catania. Prom Catania to the mouth 
if the Alcantara, the Ionian Sea on the 
cast, running with almost a straight 
wall of shore, cuts a thin segment out 
of'this circle. But within this extra- 
ordinary distinct circle of 170 miles 
;here is not a square inch of the earth's 
lurfaceover which tlie lava has not at 
some time poured, which ono cannot 
now distinguish to be unadulterated 
lava soil, and which is not subject to 
lay, or any other time, to a new coat- 
ing 01 molten lava. 


The entire majestic contour of tho

Tho treatment for such highiiyers is 
not spanking, but a warm bath, when- 
ever the fits of crying come on, drying 
with >oft, warm towels and along, lei- 
surely rubbing or stroking as it lies in 
its one gown on a blanket. 


Let tho baby lie undressed on a pil- 


low in a perfectly warm room, and 
sprawl like a frog to relieve his mus- 
cles and make them grow. It is good 
for the development of children to let 
them run about a warm nursery naked, 
half an hour at a time, after they can- 
walk. You remember the lovely fig- 
ures of children in Alma Tndoma's 
classic interior, playing naked about 
the gyuaca-um and tlie bath. 
They 


were 'nobly built, because naked, or 
nearly so, the first year of their lives; 
and their houses, with their heating 
lues in the walls and under the floors, 
vero better than anything we shall 
have in this generation. Tho con- 
straint that bauds and tapes and the 
veight of cloth are to a baby's pulpy 
orm and butterfly strength can hardly 
>e understood by us "grown ups," but 
hey are quite enough to deform in fre- 
luent cases. 
Carrying a child too 


much on one arm will make it mis- 
shapen. Babies ought to bo held with 
heir breasts against tho mother's, nnd 
an arm at their back, supporting the 
jack of the head by a hand carefully, 
is it rests against tho shoulder. They 
should lie on their stomachs a good 
deal, on a pillow or across the knees, 
for change of position and tho ease 
invcii by warmth and pressure of the 
little abdomen.

and' -vigorous by leisurely, 
tender 


stroking, and if "they will get bow- 
legged by dancing on their eager feet 
too soon, there is no need to torture 
them with surgical appliances and 
steel boots. The surgery for such cases 
is daily, hourly stroking the legs 
with both hands, and gently molding 
them into straightness. Clever doctors 
discourage tho use of appliances for 
straightening young children, prcfer- 
ing the gradual traction of the moth- 
er's hands, which will bo found all- 
eflicient. 
You can do anything witli a 


baby, except keep it still, when awake. 
And there is cue rule which ought to 
be the Draconian code of nurseries— 
never wake a child for anything leas 
than a fire or an Indian attack. 


The babies who have tho best chance. 


I really believe, aro those brought up 
in honicly ways, in the warm and neat 
living-rooms, along with kittens and 
house plants and singing of kettles, in 
tho sunshine of the mother's constant 
presence, comforting ^ice, and ready 
tendance. Most of our gre.it men and 
greatest beauties have been reared so. 
The child is npt to get more of the 
conditions for healthy development in 
this unstudied wav than in formal, so- 
eluded nurseries.

President Barrlllas Getting Ready to 


Leave Cnutemala. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—The Herald this 


morning publishes the following cable 
dispatch: 


Cm OF GuATEMAiiA, Aug. 8.—Late 


last night the superintendent of the 
Guatemala Central railroad received or- 
ders to keep a special train constantly 
under steam in order to proceed to the 
port of San Jose, subject to the disposal 
of President BarrillaB. 
It is believed 


that the president is going to flee the 
country. 
The train was got ready, 


when the government sent a squad, or 
company, of soldiers ostensibly 
to 


watch over it, but the purpose of the 
soldiers' presence was not explained to 
the superintendent of the railroad, who 
became alarmed at the government's 
action in sending troops to the com- 
pany's premises, which is an ocean 
property. 
He went at once, though 


late at night, to the American legation 
but Minister Misner was away. He 
then used the railroad telegraph to the 
port of San Jose and communicated 
with the commander of the United 
States man-of-war Thetis, anchored off 
the port, requesting him to send pro- 
tection for the railroad property and its 
employes. 


An answer came immediately from 


tho commander of the Thetis, that he 
would send one of his officers up to 
Guatemala to reconnoitre and watch 
over events, but that he could not send 
up an armed force from his vessel un- 
less he was specially requested to do so 
by the American minister. The officer 
arrived this morning and is at the rail- 
road station. All the foreigners have 
appealed to their legations for protec- 
tion in view of the impending crisis. 
The latest rumor is that Barrillae has 
appealed to the diplomatic corps, not 
now to arbitrate in the Salvador matter, 
but to protect and sustain his govern- 
ment. News has just reached here of 
the reported arrival of a British man-of- 
war at San Jose.

Throw out that stuff 
from your summer baggage. Arc there 
not good books that are easy to read- 
books of congenial history, books of pure 
fun, books of poetry ringing with merry 
canto, books of line engravings, book's 
that will rest thc mind as well as purify 
tho heart and elevate the whole life? 
My hearers, there will not be an hour 
between this and thc day of your death 
when you can afford to read a book lack- 
ing in moral principle. 


Another temptation hoveringall around 
our watering places is tho intoxicating 
beverage. I am told that it is becoming 
more and more fashionable for women to 
drink. I care not how well a woman 
may dress, if she lias taken enough of 
wine to flush her checks and put glassi- 
ness on her eyes she is intoxicated. Sho 
may be handed into a 82,500 carriage, 
and have diamonds enough to confound 
the Tiffanys—she is intoxicated. 
She 


may bo a graduate Of a great institute, 
and the daughter of some man in danger 
of being nominated for thc presidency— 
sho is drunk. .You may have a larger 
vocabulary than I have, and you may 
say in regard to her that sho is "con- 
vival," or she is "merry," or sho is 
"festive," or she is "exhilarated," but 
you cannot with all your garlands of 
verbiage cover up* tho plain fact that it 
is an old fashioned case of drunk. 


Now the watering places are full of

of magnesia. I come to this Gospel well, 
this living fountain, and analyze the 
•water, and I find that its ingredients are 
peace, pardon, forgiveness, hope, com- 
fort, life, Heaven.

The food is almost always served 
up to the Sultan iu the iame vessels in 
which it is cooked, and these are often 
of gold, but when of ba?er metal the 
kettle is set into a rich gulden bell- 
shaped holder, the handle of which is 
held by a slave while the Sultan eats. 
The S'ultan never uses a plate. He 
takes all his food direct from the little 
•kettles, and never uses a table, and 
rarely a knife or fork—a spoon, his 
bread, a pancake, or fingers ai 
far handier.

Law of the Signature. 


An abbreviation of the name, whethet 


it be the last name or a part of it, or 
the first name or a part of it, or a middle 
name or parts of all of them, down to a 
bare initial, or a "nickname," or the 
title of a man's residence or estate, 01 
of the district or country in which he 
resides, or of any rank he may hold or 
be addressed by, civil or military— so 
that he is known by that name or desig- 
nation, or that he is known to use it in 
correspondence or transactions of af- 
fairs—the written or printed sign of 
that appellation or designation, what- 
ever it may be, will constitute his sig- 
nature, and so of every woman's signa- 
ture, if proved to be genuine. Most of 
us know that in the case of the dis- 
abling illness of a testator his signature 
may be written in his presence and by 
his request or direction, and that it will 
stand;" and that an X mark, properly 
witnessed and vouched, will answer for 
a signature; and that it has been cus- 
tomary to use seals or pictorial marks-- 
but this matter of what may be written 
as a name and stand as a valid signa- 
ture is not known so well.

The fnnds are to be raised both 
by stock and bonds. The capital stock 
is $600,000, all of which ha* Wn nub- 
ecribcd, end tho stockholders will issue 
$600,000, worth of bonds, secured on 
the property.

Cm OF GUATEMALA, Aug. 8.—Late 


last night the superintendent of the 
Guatemala Central railroad received or- 
ders to keep a special train constantly 
under steam in order to proceed to the 
port of San Jose, rabject to the disposal 
of President Barrfflas. 
It is believed 


that the president is going to floo the 
country. 
Tbe train WM got ready, 


when the government sent a squad, or 
company, of soldiers ostensibly 
to 


watch over it, but the purpose of the 
soldiers' presence WM not explained to 
the superintendent of the railroad, who 
became alarmed at the government's 
action in sending troops to the oom- 
pany's premises, which is an ocean 
property. . He went at once, though 
late at night, to the American legation 
but Minister Miener was away. Ho 
then rued the railroad telegraph to tho 
port of San Jose and communicated 
with the commander of tbo United 
States man-of-war Thetis, anchored off 
the port, requesting him to send pro- 
tection for the railroad property and its 
employes. 


An answer came immediately from 


tho commander of the Thetis, that ho 
would send one of his officers up to 
Guatemala to reconnoitre and watch 
over event*, but that ho oould not send 
np an armed force from bis vessel un- 
less he WM specially requested to do so 
by the American minister. The officer 
arrived this morning and ii at the rail- 
road station. All the foreigners have 
appealed to their legations for protec- 
tion in view ot the irapending crisis.

toth made of the same stuff. • The 
principal element in the composition of 
a tear, a.1 may readily bo supposed, .is 
water. The other elements are salt, 
soda, phosphate of lime, phosphate of 
loda and mucus, each in small propor- 
ons. 
A dried tear seen through a 


microscope of good average power pre- 
sents a peculiar appearance. The water, 
after evaporation, leaves behind It tho 
saline ingredients, which amalgamate 
and form themselves into lengthened 
cross linos, and look like a number of 
minute fifth-bones. The tears are 
Bocreted in what are called tlm "lachry- 
mal glands," situated over the eyeball 
and underneath the lid. The contents 
of those glands are carried along and 
under the inner outface of tho eyelids 
>y means of six or 'seven very. lino 
phaoneli*. and are discharged a little 
above the cartilage supporting tho Hd. 
• The discharge of tears from the lach- 
rymal glands is not occasional and acci- 
icntal, as is commonly suuposed, but 
continuous. Jt goes on both day and 
night-^-thougli less abundantly at night 
,— through the ''conduits,'* and spreads 
equally over the surface of the lids. 
After serving its purpose tho flow is 
carried away by two little drains, sit- 
uated In that corner of the eyo nearest 
ho nose — into which they run — and 
called the "lachrymal points."
